-ness of temper. Tlisse were, perhaps, occa- 
sionally tried by Godwin's confirmed bachelor 
habits, and also by the fact that he took au 
pied dc la lettre all that she had said abou"t the 
Independence of women, when, in truth, she 
leaned a good deal on the aid of others. 
In 


some respects she was content to acquiesce In 
his bachelor ways; ibey adopted a singular de- 
vice for their uninterrupted student life. God- 
win's strorg view of the posslbilty that people 
may weary of being always together led b)m to 
take rooms in a house about 20 doors from 
that in the Polygon, Sorners Town, which was 
their joint home. To this study he repaired 
as soon as be rose in the moruiug, rarely even 
hi eakfasting at the Polygon, arid hero also ho 
often slept. Each was engaged In his and her 
owu liteniry occupations, aud they 
seldom 


met, unless they walked out together, till dln- 
nei-time each day. 
"Wo agreed also,"says 


Godwin, "in conderning the notion that his 
wile cannot visit in mixed society but in com- 
pany with each other, and we rather sought oc- 
casions of deviating from than in complying 
witli this mle." 
When the marriage was de- 


clared, some time after ft had taken place, it 
was cordially received by all but Mrs. Inchbald, 
one of Godwin's oldest friends. All else, the 
1-auibd, liolcroft, .Mrs. lievely, Mr. Johnson, 
tumid lhat they had gained two friends if they 
had only one before, that the marriage had 
biought out the higher qualities of each.

the bnghtcr life was to last but a short time. 
In five iiionllis altei the niarrage was declared 
it en Jed unexpectedly and tragically. Mary 
had suffered so little when Fanny was bora 
that she was, perhaps, imprudent before the 
birth of her next child. Mary Godwin, after- 
waid Mrs. Shelly, was boru at 11:20, Aug. 30, 
1797. 
At first all seemed going on well, but 


fever set in, and In spite of the most untiring 
care of Dr. Fordice, Sir Anthony Carlisle, and 
tender nurses among her friends, Mary Woll- 
suinccraft Godwin died on Sept. 10, at 8:20 in

night at this well known summer resort, I was 
howu to a room by one of the good natured 
Sons of Ham, whom I afterwards discovered to 


HI "he of the Boots." He led me away from 
he main Hotel, to a low two story frame bnild- 
ng which stands directly across the valley. My 
first Impression wast bat " boots" had made a 
nistukc and taken me to a mammoth hen roost, 
nit no! It was indeed the place where I was to 
pend the next few days. The building is de- 
lominatcd Crockford and was built by Noah (?) 
a few \eais alter he landed from the Ark. The 


nly thing that has been done to save It from 


the ravages of time, is a cot! of whitewash ap- 
ilied about the year 1S01. My room was in the 
second storv which was reached by a rickety 
light of staits upon the outside of the building 
extending from the lower to the upper piazza. 
Care must be taken in ascending this stairway, 
aot to i ub off any of the whitewash as it will 
lot get another coat for some years to come. I 
fnllnwpd " boots" along the upper piazza, until 
le passed into a loom placed a c&ndlo upon the 
stand and departed leaving me to my own re- 
leclions. The tiist glance told me I was for- 
tunate 1 had a caipeU It was a raj one. Now 


I submit that a rag caipet makes a good cover- 
ug for a floor, provided it is not too ancient— 
Hit tut that pass, there was only two breadths 
of it anyhow. The wasbstaud was a board 
lilngcd'to tho partition and supported by one 
leg; the paititioiis were made of inch boards, 
and shook upon the slightest Interfeience. The 
situation of the room could not be surpassed, 
foi fiom it 1 could see into four other apart- 
ments—into the adjoining rooms through cracks 
an inch wide In the paitition, and above and 
below tlnoiigh oj enings in the ceiling and floor. 
Tho door was too short by about an inch, which 
yave plenty of ventilation without the necessity 
of having the windows raised. The bed fortu- 
nately wus a good one.

was empty long before they reached Crockford, 
and even the whitewash run out ere they came 
loNo.

Ha is also the father of 


seven healthy children, in whom not a trace of 
his own misfortune is to be found. Upon tbe 
whole, the case of Mr. W. may be ranked 
among the freaks of nature which defy expla- 
nation." 


—Two residents of Dayton, Ohio, were mar- 


ried in Chicago on the 1st inst., under some- 
what romantic circumstances. 
Their names 


were Philip F. Warehain and Sarah Williams, 
and their story is thus told in a telegram to the 
Cincinnati Commercial: " Warehaai, a few 
months ago, received a pardon from Gov. 
Young and was liberated from the Peniten- 
tiary after an inprisoiiinent of seven years. He 
had been convicted of murder in tbe first degree 
having in a quarrel in which he was involved in 
Cincinnati, in August, 1SG9. stabbed and killed 
David Kirby. Both men were from Dayton, 
ai'd Waieham's relatives weie members of the 
Catholic Church, and very wealthy.

lief of his unintentional guilt. Some of the 
best coxmtel in the Slate weie engaged on the 
cose, and every effort was made by Warebam's 
relatives to save him. George E. Pugh made one 
of his strongest speeches in Warelmm's behalf 
to the jury. The verdict found him guilty, but 
he was sentenced to imprisonment for life in- 
stead of death. Since then the edorts of Miss 
Williams have been untiring and ceaseless to 
procure further mitigation of the sentence. Pe- 
titions were presented successfully to Govs.

tite for it was so .itrong. Amid all the evi- 
dences of the evils of intemperance, however, 
be was cheered by tbe signs «f the times, which 
pointed to the eventual success of their cause, 
Ue drew what seems a favorite parallel with 
temperance speakers, between the Anti-Slavery 
contest and its final success, and the temper- 
ance movement.

After the singing ofa verso of a hymn, •gen- 


tleman named Mr. Shrieve, fiom Mount Holly, 
ras introduced, and although no doubt with 
veiy good motives, yet with very poor judgment 
proceeded to demonstrate that the main posi- 
tions taken by Captain Leabourne were false 
ones. He agreed, he said, with many things the 
previous speaker had said, but he did ,not go 
far enough, and that instead of the liquor sell- 
ers being to blame for engaging in the liquor 
business, tlie people were in fault Tor allowing 
the license laws which legalize tbe traffic in li- 
quor to remain upon tho statute books. Ue

Historical Sketch *r the Origin of the 


Point I'lentantBiipllst Chnrrh. 


Far a • number of years previous to 
1848, 


Ret. Joseph Mathias, Pastor ef the Hilltown 
Baptist Church, visited this region and preached 
the Gospel monthly, and made other occasional 
visits. He also at sundry times had" occasion 
to visit tlie baptismal waters, fur the -purpose of 
immersing professed believers. Other minister! 
also occasionally visited thin region, and min- 
istered unto the people. 


In the spring of 1849, Ilev. John S. Eisen- 


brey and family moved into this vicinity, and 
he commenced preaching for them, aud it was 
at length concluded that it would be to tlie 
furtherance of the cause, if they were to be- 
come a regular Independent Baptist Church, as 
they were at too remote a distance from the 
church in Hilltowu, of which they were mem- 
bers, to enjoy gospel privileges with them. 


Therefore on Saturday July 21st, 1849, the 


brethren and aisteisof this vicinity, thirty-two 
in all, requested a letter of dismission fioin the 
parent, church, for the purpose of being or- 
ganized into a separate Baptist Church. 


Pursuant to arrangements made, a council 


consisting of Rev. Joseph Mathias, Pastor of 
Hilltown Church ; Rev. Joseph Wright, Pastor 
ofSolebury Church; and Rev. Hetnan Lin- 
coln, Pastor of the New Britain Church, met 
,be brethren at the school House on the River 
Hill, near Point Pleasant, on Saturday Septem- 
ber 1st, 1849, when the following exercises were 
attended to: After singiug and prayer, Brother 
Wright delivered a discourse from 2nd Corin- 
thians, 8tb chapter, 9th verse, " For ye know 
tbe grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes he became poor 
that ye through his poverty might be rich." 
Brother Mathlas produced arid read the letter of 
dismission fioin the Hilltown Church, and after 
due deliberation, the above named thirty-two 
persons, were constituted into the Pmmstead 
Baptist Church. Brother Malhias gave llie 
right hand of fellowship, Qrst to Brother Eisen- 
brey, and then to tliu rest of the members 
present, and then made constituting piayer, 
after which Brother Lincoln gave a charge to 
the newly constituled church, aud an address to 
tho congregation. After singing, Brother Eiseu- 
brey made the closing prayeis and pronounced 
the benediction. 


The lirsl additions to the church were two 


poisons by letter, on the day following its con- 
stituiion, on which day the ordinance of the 
Lord's Slipper was first celebrated by the 
Church. 


The Church settled Rev. John S. Eisenbrey 


as their pastor for one year. 
He resigned Sep- 


lenibei I4lh, 1850.

Dining their jourue 
her husband represented himself to be he 
grandfather. At I'oitlaud he left her in 
boarding-house, while he went into I he count! 
to work, and timing bis absence she told he 
stoiy to the people: in the house. Disliking th 
man tu whom she. was married, and not wish 
ing to live with him, she'was advised to com 
to San Francisco and get work. She was givei 
some money, aud took a steerage passage down 
Mr. Hunter has placed her under the caro o 
the Ladies' Protection and Relief Society."

—We publisb by request the following sec- 


tions of the statute laws of Pennsylvania: 


It shall not be lawful fot any Councilman, 


Burgess, Tiustce, Manager, or Director of any 
coipotation, municipality or public institution, 
to be, at the same tune, a Treasurer, Secretary, 
or other officer, subordinate to the President 
and Directors, who shall receive a salary there- 
from, or be the surety ol such officer, nor shall 
any membei of any corporation or public insti-

these piovisions, or either of them, shall for- 
feit his taeubeiship in such corporation, muni- 
cipality, or institution, and his office or appoint- 
ment tlieieundcr, and shall bo held guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, be 
sentenced to pay a flue, not exceeding live hun- 
died dollars: Provided, that nothing in this sec- 
tion contained, shall pievent a Vice President 
of any bank, from being a Diiector oi such 
bank, of receiving a salary as Vice fiesident. 


Any person who shall contract for the sale, 


or sell any supplies or inatetial, as aforesaid, 
and shall cause to be Interested in any such 
contiaclor sales,any member, officer or agent 
of any corporation, municipality or institution, 
or give or oiler to give any such person any re- 
ward or gratuity, to inlliience him or them in 
the discharge of their official duties, shall not 
be capable of recovering anything upon any 
coutiact or sale, in relation to winch he may 
bave so practised or attempted to practice cor-' 
ruptly, but the same shall be void, and such 
party shall be guilty ofa misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof, shall be sentenced to pay a 
flue, not exceeding five hundred dollais.

he drinks. If one of tl.ein calls fur a second 
glass, he never thinks of asking his companions 
to drink with him. If they want their glasses 
refilled, they will call foi it and pay for it as he 
lias done. Water is undoubtedly a veiy scarce 
commodity in Vienna, cistein water being 
mostly used for drinking purposes. There are 
very slow running hydrmls on the streets, and 
they arc invariably sinruiiniled by girls and 
women with buckets and tubs, waiting for their 
turn to secure then supply. There are also 
wagons with hogsheads that go aiound to sell 
water. 
It is said Lo he unwholesome, and, if 


drank continuously, will lead to chronic affec- 
tions of the bowels. It is what Is called 
liard water, but we have never fun id it unpala- 
table, though a lump of ice is a great improve- 
ment to it this wcithcr. Theie are, however, 
veiy fuw people in Vienna who diink water, 
and many who never tnnch it. Beer ia the 
daily and hourly diinl: "t nlmost evry one, old 
and young. It ia part iif their daily food, just 
us coffee and tea is ttuh us. 
When families, 


are dining at the icstniirants, Ihe beer iiuip 
stands by tho plale of old and young, mule and 
female, and it is evc'i put to the lips of infants. 
Vienna beer does not, however, teem to have 
any intoxicating cll'ect, anil it never occasions 
a headache,. 
We have seen and ueou in the 


company of men who \\ 111 drink a dozen largo 
iiasses of an evening without observing the 
slightest Inebiialing eli'ecl. 
We doubt If they 


could drink to much A'nericaii beer with im- 
punity.
